heavy heart is either unintelligent 
or else callously selfish. 


Honest and informed men 
are 


made sad as they listen to some of 
our over-vocal "leaders" protesting 
that al lis well with present-day 
youth: that they are cleaner, nobler 
and wiser than those of any pre- 
vious- generation. 
These some op- 


timists are contented with the state 


ger and a. dirty dungeon and exile; 
for these latter loom ever as pos- 
sible concomitants of a true proph- 
et's 
mission. 


In his credentials, already quot- 


ed, Jeremiah was commissloen to 
stand over nations and kingdoms, 
with the authority of the word of 
truth. 
Most of his messages had 


to do with national affairs and with 


the nation's fate. Because so much 
of the evil of his day was inwrought 
with the public policy, and with 
the conduct of national officials, he 
had to cry aloud the truth of God 
concerning his own nation a.id its 
neighbors. 
And modern prophets 


will never measure up to the Bible 
standards until they

ed and disparaged and despised.

takes prophet-stuff in the soul t.o 
make a man willing to be thought 
a fool for God. In his younger days 
in Chicago. Dwight L. Moody, the 
shoe-salesman, 
was 
nicknamed 


"Crazy Moody," because of his evan- 
gelistic zeal. Well, he was In good 
company, with Jeremiah and Paul 
and an unnumbered host of others 
in whose hearts the fire of God 
burned. 


This modest man from Anathoth 


(because of Jeremiah, Anathoth is 
now one of the sites visited by Bi- 
ble Lands tourists), did not covet 
the commission of a prophet. 
But 


he was taught that "God's com- 
mands are God's enablings;" and 
for forty years, under four kings, 
he served valiantly as the mouth- 
piece of Jehovah. 


Ponder well that forty years, In 


contrast with the "tired reform- 
ers," who quit, peeved 
by 
the 


world's lack of appreciation, after 
a spurt or two of public service. It 
is fine to make a brave sortie un- 
der the banner' of righteousness; 
but it is great to keep on keeping 
on; to stand guard, to wago battle, 
to suffer defeat, to achieve victory, 
throughout the long stretch and 
strain of years. 
Here's my bit of 


bay for the warriors of God who, 
undaunted, have kept the flag fly- 
ing throughout long years and dec- 
ades and generations. 
Thank God 


for the Kingtom's unpensloned old 
soldiers who are still fighting.

The valiant and versatile Jere- 


miah—he 
was 
street-preacher, 


story-teller, author, symbolist, pub- 
licist, statesman and patriot, using 
many forms for expressing his one 
message—it was given to be the 
first clear voice to express the in- 
dividual nature of religion, and to 
declare that man-to-God responsi- 
bility was the bed-rock of all re- 
form. Hear his ambassadorial dec- 
laration: 


"But this is the covenant that I 


will make with the house of Israel 
after those days, salth Jehovah: I

Lay- 
ers capable of reflecting 
electric 


waves exist f t heights varying with 
the hour of the day and the season 
of the year. These layers also are 
influenced by the effects of light, 
by electric and magnetic activity of 
the sun. and by other causes yet 
unknown.

if 
we 
are 


psyrhapthenir; or a fatigue in the 
case of neurasthenia; or, 
If we 


are hysteric, in various pains and 
bodily disturbances that have no 
physical cause. 
Whichever afflic- 


tion we suffer from we nre fully 
persuaded 
thnt 
our own is the 


worst ever, while that of the other 
person is silly, and mere nonsense, 
such as could never get a hold 
upon us. 
If you are a psychathcnic, you 


can never he quite sure whether 
you turned out the gas; or signed 
the check before you mailed it; 
or whether 
your 
breathing 
will 
stop if you don't watch it; 
or 


your sanity remain safe if you fail 
to understand the universe. You 
may have a contamination phobia 
and 
carry 
your 
sterilization of 
hands and clothing to a degree 
that would make a surgical nurse 
green with envy. You may think 
that any murder you hear of was 
your 
fault, or that you are to 


hlame for the earthquake in the 
Crimea. 
You may—like Dr. Sam- 


uel 
Johnson— he 
constrained 
to 


touch 
every fence post as you 
pass; or as an ordinary twentieth 
century person you may be unable 
to pass a standing freight car 
without getting is number. 


Now. I hear the other two vari- 


eties— the hysteric and the neu- 
rasthenic— exclaiming-: 
"Such 
a 


person is not psvrhasthenlc; he is 
just plumb crazy!" 


Nay, not so. 
There is nothing 


wrong with the tissues of his phy- 
sical brain, even as there is noth- 
ing wrong with the nerve tissue 
•when one is neurasthenic, nor with 
any bodily organ in the hysteric, 
no matter how much of pain and 
disturbed 
functioning 
he 
may 
show. 


In each case there is a dissocia- 


tion of the personality, so that 
there can be no cooperation be- 
tween the conscious and subcon- 
scious activities. 
The result is a 
pace that is, figuratively speaking, 
halting, jerky and erratic. 
If i t , 


shows most in the ideational or 
thinking realm, the patient is a 
psychasthenic; 
if in the physical

mental) he is a neurasthenic. 


But back of it all. and produc- 


ing the dissociation, Is some con- 
flict In the realm of Instinctive de- 
sire.

demands of nature and of society 
if he is to get along smoothly In 
life. This adaptation is not beyond 
man's power, for ho himself has 
set the social standard. 
The real 


secret of success is adaptation is 
to face each issue squarely, and 
know exactly what is being re- 
quired of you by na'.ure on 
the 


one ban dand by society on the 
other.
